Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regrding claims 8 and 20, the applicant argues 
on page 14, lines 7-9, "Holshouser necessarily neither discloses nor suggests a permanent magnet configured to be repelled by an 
electromagnet when the electromagnet is energized, as recited in independent clnims 8 and 20.". Examiner disagrees with this argument. 
Holshouser specifically teaches magnetic object of bottom housing is being encircled by conductive coil which produces a magnetic tield 
when electric current flows tllrough it, therefore, the magnetic object 92 is working as electromagnet (see fig.3A, 9; col.8, lines 43-67). 
Therefore, the rejection of the claim in view of Holshouser will remain. Regarding claim 22 is rejected for the same reasons as discussed 
above with respect to claim 8. 
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
